"Williams,  in  his  bibliography, 
states  that  he  had  only  known  of  two  copies,  one  of  which  was  in 
sheets,  and  expressed  the  belief  that  these  were  merely  struck  off  for 
proof  purposes  and  that  the  envelope  did  not  accompany  them.  This 
latter  statement  is  disproved  in  the  present  case  as  the  envelope  is 
present  Avith  the  nine  counters  bearing  the  date  1886.  Since  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  bibliography  other  copies  have  occurred,  and  it  is 
evident  that  this  is  an  absolutely  separate  edition.  This  copy  con- 
tains notes  in  pencil  of  persons  who  sought  to  play  the  game;  is  in 
publisher's  binding,  and  contains  two  pages  of  advertisements  at  the 
end  not  mentioned  by  Williams.

This  document  is  the  only  one  bearing  the  rare  signature  op 
Thomas  Lynch,  Jr.  which  has  ever  been  sold  by  auction.  Speci- 
mens of  his  signature  have  occurred  at  infrequent  intervals  in  the 
past  fifteen  years,  but  in  the  majority  of  instances  these  have  been 
merely  signatures  cut  from  fly-leaves  of  books,  or  fi-om  documents, 
and  in  the  27  complete  sets  of  the  Signers  recorded  by  Mr.  Charles 
F.  Jenkins  in  1925,  16  contain  the  signature  of  Lynch  in  cut  form 
ONLY,  whereas  26  contain  the  signature  of  Button  Gwinnett  on  a 
document  or  letter. 

It  may  therefore  be  definitely  stated  that  a  document  signed 
BY  Thomas  Lynch,  Jr.  is  far  rarer  than  one  signed  by  Button 
Gwinnett. 

PROVENANCE 

The  provenance  of  a  document  of  the  importance  and  rarity  of  the 
present  one  is  of  paramount  concern.  The  following  relation  is  not 
only  of  interest,  but  establishes  the  fact  that  this  specimen  has 
never  been  sold  before,  and  is  unquestionably  the  finest  speci- 
men which  has  ever  been  offered. 

A  law  of  South  Carolina  provided  for  the  remuneration  of  fifty 
pounds  to  the  owner  of  a  slave  who  had  been  executed  for  a  crime. 
Thomas  Ljmch,  Sr.  owned  such  a  slave,  and  when  the  payment  was 
ready  to  be  made  he  was  in  attendance  at  the  first  Continental 
Congress.  Payment  therefore  was  made  to  his  son,  Thomas  Lynch, 
Jr.  who  receipted  for  the  money  "for  my  father".  This  receipt  was 
in  a  bound  volume  of  printed  forms. 

Early  in  the  present  year,  the  General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina 
authorized  the  Historical  Commission  to  dispose  of  this  document,  the 
proceeds  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  World  War  Memorial 
Building. 

When  it  was  decided  to  dispose  of  it  by  auction  the  leaf  was  care- 
fully cut  from  the  bound  volume  of  receipts  where  it  had  been 
for  154  years. 

This  document  therefore  has  the  finest  and  most  direct 
provenance  of  all  Lynch  autographs.

"Falls  of  Princes",  Lydgate's  most  outstanding  epic  poem,  and  the 
one  which  had  the  greatest  influence  on  contemporary  and  subse- 
quent English  literature,  is  a  translation  of  Laurent  de  Premierfait's 
French  version  of  Boccaccio's  Latin  prose  work  in  nine  books,  "De 
Casibus  Virorum  Illustrium."  The  poem  was  written  during  the 
years  1430-8  for  Humphrey,  Duke  of  York,  and  comprises  in  its 
entirety  26, .316  lines.  'The  present  manuscript  contains  over  33,500 
lines,  divided  into  eight  books,  and  preceded  by  a  lengthy  prologue  of 
67  stanzas.  Lydgate,  who  met  Chaucer  as  young  man,  was  an  ardent 
admirer  and  follower  of  the  great  English  poet.  Much  of  the  pro- 
logue to  this  poem  is  devoted  to  an  account  of  Chaucer  and  his  works, 
and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most  important  contemporary  source 
documents  on  Chaucer.  The  36th  stanza  of  the  prologue  begins  as 
follows : 

"My  maister  Chaucer  with  his  fressh  comedyes 
Is  ded  alias,  chefe  poete  of  Bretane, 
That  sometyme  maade  ful  pitouse  tragedise, 
The  fal  of  princes  he  did  also  compleyne 
As  he  that  was  of  makinge  sovereyne, 
Whome  al  this  lende  of  right  ought  to  prefer 
Seth  of  oure  langage  he  was  the  lode  ster." 

The  manuscript  ends  with  five  stanzas  (partly  obliterated)  headed: 

"Wordes  of  ye  translator  to  his  boke  at  the  ende."

The  first 
part  of  the  manuscript  was  probably  written  in  the  14th  or  15th 
century,  and  contains  the  Brevilogium  of  St.  Bonaventure,  or  rather 
a  shorter  redaction  of  that  work.  This  is  followed  by  a  Sequence 
in  honor  of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  and  Antiphona  Matutini,  and  a  little 
treatise,  "Ad  faciendum  optimum  colorem".  The  second  part  of  the 
manuscript,  in  a  later  hand,  contains  a  Sermonarium,  the  author  of 
which  is  mentioned  as  G.  de  Petra  Alta.  The  writer  may  be 
Gundisalvus  de  Hispania,  who  lived  in  the  second  half  of  the  15th 
century.  The  last  part  of  the  manusciipt,  a  set  of  6  leaves,  contains 
some  pages  of  a  commentary  on  the  Cantica  Salomonis,  pi'obably 
written  in  the  15th  century.  Gundisalvus  de  Frias  is  also  quoted  as 
having  written  a  commentary  on  the  Cantica  Salomonis.  This  manu- 
script deserves  careful  study:  it  is  possible  that  it  is  of  Spanish 
origin.

A  FINE  EXAMPLE  OF  AN  EARLY  GREEK  LITURGICAL  MANUSCRIPT,  WRIT- 
TEN PROBABLY  IN  THE  TENTH  OR  ELEVENTH  CENTURY.  Everything 
in  the  appearance  of  the  calligraphy,  the  shape  of  the  letters,  and 
the  modes  of  using  the  aspirations,  indicate  the  high  antiquity  of  the 
manuscript.  The  text  is  remarkable  for  its  correctness,  and  is  a 
faithful  following  of  the  Septuagint.  In  verification  of  its  age,  it 
may  be  observed  that  the  letters  are  clearly,  largely,  and  boldly 
viTi-itten;  there  is  no  division  or  space  between  any  of  the  words  in 
one  sentence;  the  dative  iota  is  never  marked;  the  breathings  are 
similar  in  shape  to  those  used  in  the  uncial  manuscripts  (that  is, 
like  the  two  halves  of  the  letter  H)  ;  and  the  letters  are  all  formed 
in  the  style  peculiar  to  early  cursives.

"Such 
notes  were  not  given  for  several  reasons,  the  practice  has  to  me  an 
air  of  attaching  more  importance  to  miscellaneous  productions  than 
to  many  they  may  appear  to  possess;  in  some  cases  also  the  prose 
might  take  from  the  natural  independent  poetical  effect,  &  I  have 
observed,  ivith  regret,  that  if  poetry  &  prose  present  themselves  to 
the  eye  upon  the  same  page,  a  large  majority  of  readers  ivill  take  to 
the  prose  in  preference,  which  is  rather  humiliating  to  a  pains-taking 
Poet!  Besides  I  was  umvilling  to  swell  the  book, — 6  volumes  cannot 
be  sold  but  at  too  great  a  price  for  thousands  whom  I  would  wish  to 
have  as  readers,  and  I  am  confident  that  the  Authors  of  the  present 
day,  must,  with  very  few  exceptions,  put  themselves  into  less  room 
if  they  would  have  their  ivorks  go  down  to  Posterity  in  a  body." 
Wordsworth  devotes  the  rest  of  the  letter  to  pointing  out  particular 
errors  in  Chorley's  biography  of  himself,  in  giving  a  brief  account  of 
his  early  life  and  travels,  with  general  literary  gossip,  mentioning 
Coleridge,  Miss  Edgewood,  and  Sergeant  Talfourd.
